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THE QUEEN’S PROGRESS. 
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We concluded our last week’s notice of the 
Queen’s visit to Scotland by briefly mentioning her 
arrival at the Marquis of Abercorn’s lodge, which 
is to be honoured by her Majesty’s temporary so- 
journ. We feel, however, that we should not be 
doing justice to her Majesty’s reception if we did 
not give.a somewhat fuller account. 

The road to Ardvyerekie passes round the north 
end of Loch Laggan, crossing the Pattock-water 
by an ingenious boat-bridge. At this point Mac- 
pherson, or Cluny Macpherson, with about thirty 
of his tenantry, in the costume of the clan; Dun- 
can Davidson, of Tulloch, and a few of his followers; 
Sir John Mackenzie, of Selvin, and others, were as- 
sembled, the Highlandmen armed with broad- 
sword and target. About eighty, thus armed, lined 
one side of the road, and the same number, un- 
armed, lined the other; while about 500 persons 
of both sexes, in holiday costume, posted them- 
selves on the face of the hill. The Marquis of 
Abercorn, in full Highland costume, and wearing 
the order of the Garter, with the Duchess of Bed- 
ford, was also present. A signal was now made 
from Ben Nead that the royal party were approach- 
ing, and presently the royal carriages were scen 
rounding a hill half a mile distant. Cluny then 
put himself at the head of the Highlanders, while 
behind him stood the hereditary standard-bearer, 
with the venerable green silk flag of the Macpher- 
sons, under which they had fought in the rebel- 
lions of 1715 and 1745, but now waved in glad and 
peaceful welcome to a descendant of that dynasty 
which they in vain strove to drive from the throne. 
Cluny himself wore the shield which Prince 
Charles Stuart carried at Culloden, by whom it was 
presented to the grandfather of the present posses- 
sor. It is of black leather, with silver mountings, 
and in all probability of French manufacture. In 
the centre is a very fine Gorgon’s head, from the 
mouth of which originally issued a short dagger 
or spike. Surrounding the margin are shaves of 
spears, and other military weapons, upon parts of 
which are engraved heraldic devices and Latin in- 
scriptions :— 


““O bold and true, in bonnets blue, 
That fear nor falsehood never knew; 
Whose heart is constant to his word, 
Whose hand is faithful to his sword.” 


The display made by Cluny Macpherson, the 
Highland chief, who has done more to nurse and 
encourage ancient clanship than perhaps any other 
chief in the Highlands, has been noticed. Before 
passing the ferry her Majesty stood to witness the 
sword exercise of the Macphersons, who were 
headed by the boy sons of their chief, themselves 
in Highland costume. Her Majesty was much 
pleased with the exhibition, and noticed with great 
kindness the youngest son of the chief. The ap- 
pearance of these men was very striking; and, 
from their stature, their dress, and general bearing, 
they formed one of the most interesting exhibitions 
of national character that could be seen in the 
north of Scotland. ‘The royal. carriage drew up 
opposite the bridge, the path to which as well as 
the bridge was carpeted. Having greeted the 
marquis and Cluny, her Majesty shook hands with 
the Duchess of Bedford, and, with the Prince, 
repeatedly acknowledged the cheering of the 
people. Prince Leiningen was also in the royal 
carriage, and shared the attentions of the people. 
Next to her Majesty and her royal consort, 
the Prince of Wales was the object of interest, 
as, led by his royal father and wrapped in a tartan 
cloak, he walked down to the bridge. The royal 
party then entered a carriage in waiting on the 
south shore, and drove slowly off to the lodge. 
The Duchess of Norfolk and Lady Jocelyn fol- 
lowed ; and in a third carriage came the Duke of 
Norfolk, Earl Grey, General Wemyss, and Sir J. 
Clark, who were received with demonstrations of 
respect, The last carriage having passed, an anker 
of whisky was brought forth, with cakes and 
cheese, to feast both great and small. Cluny then 
proposed ‘ Health and happiness to her Majesty, 
which was drunk with nine cheers enthusiastically 
given. The health of Cluny was afterwards pro- 
posed by Sir John Mackenzie, and three more 
hearty shouts immediately followed. ba 
Her Majesty was not accompanied by military 
in this part of her royal route, and in the evening 
all the county police were dismissed, four of the 
London police being considered more than sufhi- 
cient for the protection of her Majesty and the 
royal party. ? 
Most of our readers are no doubt well acquainted 
with Buckingham Palace and Windsor Castle, and 
will naturally feel a little curious about the present 
residence of ‘their Queen. Ardvyerckie was for- 
merly used as a hunting-park by King Fergus of 
Scotland, who kept his residence on an island in 
the lake, now known as King’s Island. Near it 
4s a piece of land on which stood the monarch’s 
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kennel. The present lodge was erected by the 
Marquis of Abercorn about seven years ago, and 
isa plain, unostentatious building, rather irregu- 
lar in its construction, the windows, roof, and 
chimney-stalks a good deal in the cottage style, 
and the whole suiting pretty closely one’s idea of 
what quarters for the accommodation of a large 
shooting party ought to be; and the interior of 
the lodge corresponds pretty closely with its ex- 
ternal appearance, the rooms being more com- 
fortable than spacious, and their chief decoration 
being the antlers of deer, shot in the surrounding 
forest. On the bare walls of two of the principal 
apartments are roughly sketched, by the masterly 
hand of Landseer, several of his best known and 
finest productions, and among them ‘ The Chal- 
lenge,” and “The Stag at Bay.’ There is a 
splendid collection of ‘stags’ heads in the long 
corridor, from which the rooms on the ground 
floor are approached. Many of these have thir- 
teen and fourteen points; the greater number are 
royal heads, and to none would the most expe- 
rienced or successful deer-stalker take exception. 
The ornaments of the corridor are also those of the 
bedrooms above stairs, in each of which, placed 
directly above the chimneypiece, the highly- 
polished head of a deer, surmounted by a pair of 
branching antlers, invites the wearied sportsman 
to dream of the adventures which await him among 
the corries and passes of the forest next morning. 
Wer Majesty will not find at this residence, cither 
for herself or her attendants, any traces of that 
magnificence and luxury which not only surrounds 
her in her palaces, but accompanies her to the 
seats of her nobility. If, however, she seeks a 
change from the oppressive splendour which en- 
circles the throne, and wishes to taste the plea- 
sures of a simple dwelling, plain furniture, and 
retirement, she may do so on the banks of Loch 
Laggan, 

Loch Laggan is eight miles in length, and from 
one to one mile and a half in breadth. Its shores 
are deeply indented, the hills in some places 
throwing out long narrow promontorics, and in 
others the loch dipping in graceful bays over sandy 
flats. It is, consequently, impossible for the eye 
to catch more than a section of the loch at one 
view; and, as you advance along the shore, the 
landscape continually assumes new outlines. A 
few straggling peaks of the Ben Nevis range of 
mountains rise upon the view at the distant verge 
of this bank, and form a suitable boundary to the 
west end of the loch. The road passes close along 
the northern shore, and commands an excellent 
view of the expanse of water and its adjoining 
scenery. 

The aspect of the northern shore of the loch 


differs in some respects from the southern. It is 
skirted throughout its whole 


loftier and wilder hills, w 
approach the edge of the loch so closely as those 
on the opposite side. The intermediate space is 
occupied chiefly with huge round mounds, covered 
with loose masses of stone, clumps of trees, and a 
rather luxuriant under-covering of grass and 
bracken. About halfway up the loch the moun- 
tain is cloven by a deep circular ravine or corrie, 
which, as it issues from the hill, opens out into a 
wide expanse of meadow land, the lower parts of 
which are washed by the loch, This green slope, 
intersected by rows of hazel and alder trees, and 
watered by a streamlet which gushes from the 
bottom of the ravine, is partially cultivated, and 
contains some excellent crops of corn, barley, and 
potatoes, Around the lodge, and onward ‘to the 
eastern extremity of the loch, theland sweeps back in

to the moors of Strathmashie, there to enjoy grouse 
shooting. While Prince Albert was engaged in 
the chase, her Majesty made a short excursion in 
the neighbourhood of the lodge, accompanied by 
the Prince of Wales and the Princess, all mounted 
on small ponies, Had the day been more favour- 
able, her Majesty would have extended the excur- 
sion, either up Strath Pattock or down the north 
bank of the lake, and probably would have enjoyed 
a more leisurely view of the lodge and of the two 
islands (Dojt Island and King’s Island) which lie 
within a short distance of the lodge. The wind, 
however, had become somewhat strong and cold; 
the heights of Ben Nevis, seen far away down 
between the heights at the south end of the loch, 
were wrapped in mist, and a thin drizzling vapour 
shrouded all the western hills. Her Majesty and the 
royal children rode as far as the east end of the 
loch. ‘The road along the south bank of the loch 
is even more romantic than that on the north; 
now winding round the brow of a rock, now creep- 
ing unseen through the birch woods. Prince Albert 
returned about two o'clock from the forest, having 
shot a royal stag and a roebuck. It possessed a 
head worthy a huntsman’s skill, its branching 
horns showing twelve points ; when weighed it was 
found to be fourteen stone, without fat or offal. 

In the course of the day Cluny Macpherson 
visited the lodge, and placed at the disposal of his 
Royal Highness the shooting of Aberairder, which 
Cluny has hitherto reserved for himself. ‘The 
shooting extends about eight miles in length and 
three in breadth—from Aberairder, on the side of 
Loch Laggan, to near the bridge over the Spey at 
Laggan village. His Royal Highness was pleased to 
accept the offer. 

In the evening the royal party amused them- 
selves by rifle shooting at targets, as on the pre- 
ceding evening. 

Wednesday was marked by very little incident. 
The weather held up pretty well, although the 
clouds were threatening. Her Majesty and Prince 
Albert walked in the grounds. Prince Albert and 
the Prince of Leiningen went out grouse shooting, 
attended by the Hon. Captain Gordon. 

Thursday being the anniversary of Prince Albert's 
birthday, preparations were made for its celebra- 
tion in such manner as place and circumstances 
would allow, About twenty sailors belonging to 
the royal yacht, all picked men we may be sure, not 
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shalled two abreast, and moved ina long column, 
which, as it wound along the south side of Loch 
Laggan to the present residence of royalty (the 
bagpipes sounding all the time), had a singularly 
wild and imposing appearance. Behind the Mac- 
phersons, and with a distance between sufficient to 
satisfy the punctiliousness of Highland pride, came 
the Lochaber-men, headed by their piper, and 
marching in close order four abreast. ‘The country 
people, men, women, and children, followed these 
in an irregular and crowded mass ; and in the rear 
came the carriages and other conveyances in which 
those living at a distance had been conveyed to the 
scene of festivity: these contained a number of 
ladies, whose gay and lively dresses helped toenliven 
the motley appearance of the men. At last the pro- 
cession reached Ardverekie, and ranged in a line 
upon a slope between the lodge and the mountains 
to the south, at the summit of which the royal 
standard is placed. The ground was particularly 
well adapted for the spectacle. The lawn gradually 
ascends as it recedes from the lodge, and is ter- 
minated by the green mound said to contain the 
dust of Fergus and other monarchs, forming a 
natural amphitheatre capable of containing 100,000 
spectators. ‘The grand and solitary aspect of the 
scenery, the distinguished personages who pel 
the lawn, the lodge with its neat flower-garden, 
enclosed by the bays of the lake, and the lofty 
mountains which rise on every side, rendered the 
scene one of unusual interest. Her Majesty and 
the royal party occupied a position a little nearer 
the lodge. <A group of servants belonging to her 
Majesty’s houschold was formed on the lawn, 
while the sailors, full of wonder at the sight, were 
drawn up ina line between the Highlanders and 
the lodge. 

As the procession entered the lawn, her Majesty 
and Prince Albert, leading the Prince of Wales 
and the Princess Royal, and followed by Earl 
Grey, the Duchess of Bedford, and a train of cour- 
tiers, were seen approaching from the lodge. As 
soon as the whole of the procession had reached 
the ground her Majesty and the Prince were 
greeted with loud cheers, which they graciously 
acknowledged as they walked along the front of 
the Highlandmen. Mrs. Cluny Macpherson, and 
Mrs. Davidson, of Tulloch, and the Misses Da- 
vidson, were introduced to her Majesty by the 
Marquis of Abercorn. 

Her Majesty appeared greatly pleased with the 
turn-out of Highlanders, and, accompanied by 
Prince Albert and the royal children, passed along 
their line, bowing most graciously, 

All the games were very interesting exhi- 
bitions, and attracted the especial notice of royalty, 
but the great feature in the exhibition altogether 
was the race. The course extended for at least 
three-quarters of a mile up a piece of very broken 
and rough ground; the brae face itself not 
being very steep, but being full of ravines 
and sharp ‘hillocks, admirably adapted to try 
the lungs as well as the legs of the competitors. 
Away they started at the given signal, with nothing 
on most of them but their shirts and kilts, and for 
some time they allkept at a pretty good pace; but, 
as the steepness of the ground began to tell upon 
their wind, Colin Macdonald, from Cranuchan, in 
Glen Roy, went considerably ahead, and when, 
having rounded the goal, he tumed down the hill 
again, he increased the distance between him and 
ae competitors.

morning they proceeded to the lodge on a musical 
expedition, which does infinite honour to the fancy 
of her Majesty, by whom it was conceived, and 
exhibits the innocent hilarity which reigns through- 
out the court, This being the anniversary of Prince 
Albert’s birthday, his Royal Highness was the spe- 
cial object of public honours, <A grand gathering 
of the neighbouring clans had been arranged to 
take part in the celebration of the day, but, as the 
arrival of this array of tartans could not take place 
till the day was somewhat advanced, it was thought 
desirable that some appropriate and more early 
compliment should be paid. Arrangements were 
accordingly made by the Queen’s desire that the 
jolly tars should repair to the lodge at dawn, and, 
in the Highland garb, the dark red tartan of the 
Macdonalds and their heather badge predomi- 
nating, but these varied also with the appropriate 
colours and insignia of the Camerons and the 
Rosses. 

Next arrived many gentlemen from Badenoch in 
the dress of the M‘Nabs, a warlike and formidable 
race in the olden time. 

After these came Cluny Macpherson, with his 
men, a chosen band of about sixty, all completely 
equipped, and making a very imposing and pic- 
turesque appearance. They mustered in greater 
numbers than on the day of her Majesty’s arrival, 
but were arrayed in the same perfect manner, the 
hereditary standard-bearer of the clan being at

The morning was most auspicious. For the first 
time since her Majesty’s arrival the air was calm 
and balmy. Not a ripple disturbed the surface 
of the lake, in whose glassy bosom the green sides 
of the mountains and the brilliant foliage of the 
woods were reflected in the most vivid colours. 
Everything gave promise of a warm, sunny day. 
The royal sailors were stirring early, and passing 
round to the lodge by the floating bridge, a little 
after six o’clock, began their morning serenade by 
singing, in very good style, Bishop’s glee, ‘* Hail! 
smiling morn.” The vocalists could boast of no 
grand accompaniment; the deep swell of their 
manly tones was aided by a violin only, but still 
the words and the music were as grateful to the 
ears of him whom they were meant to gratify as 2 
if the finest strains had been uttered by the most 
cultivated voices, and the most scientific instru- 
ments had filled up every interval of harmony. 
The grand entertainments of the day commenced 
about twelve o’clock, when the Highlanders began 
to assemble at the floating bridge.

Most Disrressing OccurrENCcE.—We are con- 
cerned to announce a melancholy occurrence whica 
took place at Cashel on Tuesday last. We have re- 
ceived different accounts of the painful transaction, 
which we do not consider prudent to publish at present. 
Mr. Francis O’Ryan, of Cashel, having had an alter- 
cation with his son, Francis O’Ryan, jun. (an interest- 
ing young man, who is to arrive at his majority in a 
few months), the father discharged a loaded pistol at 
him, the contents of which entered the right eye, but, 
taking an oblique direction, did not penetrate the 
brain. It is with satisfaction we have to state that the 
medical attendants on the wounded gentleman enter- 
tain hopes of his recovery, although the ball has not 
yet been extracted. Mr. 1. O’Ryan, sen., is in custody 
for the offence. 

Mysrertous Roppery.—An investigation has been 
going on for some time relative to the loss of a bank 
parcel, containing, it is said, bank-notes to the amount 
of £7000. It is stated that the parcel in question, 
with two others, was sent from the head office in the 
metropolis to a city in the south, where the parcel 
destined for the city branch was received, and was 
found to be all correct. The two other parcels were 
forwarded from the city branch to the next town to a 
branch of the same establishment, where a parcel 
for the branch in the next town was received, and was 
found to be correct also. The parcel for the third 
town was forwarded to its destination from the branch 
of the second town, when it is stated that the party to 
whom it was directed on opening it found its contents 
quite different from what he was advised they were ; 
for, instead of the bank-notes amounting to £7500, a 
certain quantity of turf was discovered in the envelope, 
which was made up in the neatest manner of a bank 
parcel, sealed, twined, papered, and directed in the 
most faultless way. 

EXTRAORDINARY CAsr or SuicrpE.—One of the 
strangest cases of self-destruction which has taken 
place in or about Dublin for some time occurred be- 
tween Thursday night and Friday evening, adjacent 
to the village of Blanchardstown, about four miles 
from the Post-office. It appeared that deceased wasa 
person named Matthew Nugent, and was about 28 or 
80 years of age. He had been formerly in the service 
of the Queen of Spain, and subsequently he enlisted 
in the 9th Regiment of Foot, in which corps he served 
in India for the last eight years; he returned to this 
country some time in June, having received a pension 
of ninepence a day, He was a person of very excel- 
lent character, and was greatly esteemed by all who 
knew him. A letter (copied below), found beside the 
body of deceased, was written in avery superior hand, 
aud some documents connected with his recent busi- 
ness proved that the unfortunate young man was well 
versed in business matters. The spot selected by de- 
ceased for self-destruction was a little shrubberied 
glen beside the small stream that flows from the 
canal, and, as well as could be ascertained, he 
laid himself down and shot himself through the 
heart, as a pocket pistol was found by his side. 
During his absence in India his father had been 
married a second time to a young woman, and it was 
stated that since deceased returned he had treated his 
stepmother with the greatest kindness, although not 
living in the same house. The body was first dis- 
covered on Friday evening by a policeman, and, at 
four o’clock on Saturday, Henry Davis, Esq., one of 
the county coroners, proceeded to hold an inquest. 
The jury, after examining two or three witnesses, 
found a verdict of Temporary insanity.’’ The fol- 
lowing letter was written by the deceased on the day 
before he terminated his existence :— 


“Dublin, August 26, 1847. 


* When true hearts lie withered, 
And fond ones are flown, 
Oh, who would inhabit 
This cold world alone ! 

‘‘ After years spent in a distant country I return to 
my own, and find theaffections of my kindred withered 
and decayed, when I thought to meet with them as 
fresh and as green as these within my own breast. I 
am annoyed with the petty chicanery and trickery of 
the world. Every man suspects the rest of the world 
to be endeavouring to deceive him. There is no sin- 
cerity init. I have seen too much of mankind ever to 
expect to be happy in this world. I will, therefore, 
try what sort of place is the next. I know it will be 
said that I labour under temporary insanity; on the 
contrary, I never was so perfectly sane in my life. I 
know I have been a sinner, but I have every depen- 
dence in the mercy of the great God. Some would-be 
philosophers have said that suicide is cowardly. What 
cur would impeach Cato with cowardice? Some 
creature that dare not prick his flesh with a pin to 
escape from the most degrading slavery. Iwish I had 
an opportunity of staking my life in the service of my 
country, but, as I have not, I hope God will pardon me 
for thus disposing of it. To two dear friends from 
whom I could have expected but little sympathy or 
affection I am indebted for the most sincere and 
genuine kindness; I sincerely thank them; they will 
understand that I allude to them. Farewell, my dear 
friends, farewell. If my opinions of mankind are un- 
just, I crave pardon; I have my own share of faults, 
and should deal lightly with others.

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FORGIGN INTELLICS 


FRANCE, 

Svuicipr or Count ALFRED DE Monresquiov.— 
On Friday se’nnight Count Alfred de Montesquiou, a a 
nobleman belonging to one of the first families in 
France, committed suicide at Paris, at the Hotel de 
Montesquiou, No. 12, Rue Monsieur, Faubourg St. 
Germain. On his servants entering: his bedroom on 
Saturday morning they found him dead, and weltering 
in blood. He had stabbed himself in the breast with 
an Indian knife, which he had long had in his posses- 
sion. A murder was at first suspected, but the searches 
made by the police, and some letters said to have been 
left by the count, removed all doubt as to his having 
destroyed himself, “We have been told,” says the 
National, “ the causes which led to his suicide, but, lest 
we may bemistaken, weare tinwilling to merition them.’ 
Count Alfred was married to aw ealthy American lady, 
the father of seven or eight children, and was fifty- 
three years old. He was the brother of Count Anatole 
de Montesquiou, Chevalier d’Honneur to the Queen of 
the French, and uncle of M. de Montesquiou, deputy 
for the Sarthe. 

We read in the Débats :—‘‘ Marshal Sebastiani de- 
termined to return to Paris, in spite of the efforts of 
his granddaughter, who tried to dissuade him from it. 
He wished, he said, to see what remained of his only 
child. He caused the apartment of the unfortunate 
duchess to be opened, and, heart-broken by grief, 
his eyes bathed in tears, but retaining with incredible 
energy the firmness of his sentiments, he examined 
the scene of the crime which tore from him his 
well-beloved daughter. On the inspection being ter- 
minated, the marshal exclaimed, ‘There is one still 
more to be pitied than T am—the mother of the as- 

sassin!? He immediately visited the Dowager Du- 
chess de Choiseul Praslin, and that was the only time 
that he has quitted his hotel since his arrival. Such 
an act is above all praise.’ 

The Paris journals of Tuesday are chiefly filled with 
the official documents and letters connected with the 
Choiseul-Praslin tragedy. 

A telegraphic communication has reached the French 
Government, announcing the arrival of Narvaez in 
Madrid, where he would most likely at once set about 
the construction of a government. 

New scandals and corruptions are stated by the Na- 
tional to have been denounced, but the detail, or 
even the nature of them, is not given, Rumours of 
new horrors in high life were also in circulation, The 
lady of a deputy was said to have committed suicide ; 
and a peer of France, the son of one of the most re- 
nowned of Napoleon’s marshals, was said to have mur- 
dered a female on Monda last, The murderer, 
who is said to have peannanite displayed symptoms of 
insanity, had escaped. 


GREECE, 

ESCAPE rroM PrRIsoN or GENERAL GRIZIOTTI.— 
INsuRREcTION AT NuGroponr.—We have reccived 
from our Malta correspondent intelligence from 
Greece of a highly important nature, with dates from 
Athens to the 17th, and Syra to the 20th of August. 
General Griziotti has effected his escape from imprison- 
ment at Chalais, and is reported to be at Negropont at 
the head of a ‘thousand men, in arms against the 
Government. The King has sent his aide-de- -camp, 
General Cardikiotti Grivas, with an offer of pardon, 
provided he will lay down his arms, disband his men, 
&c.; which offer he has refused, and demands the 
resignation of Coletti, the formation of another 
luinistry, the dissolution of the Chambers, and new 
elections. All along the frontier departments bri- 
gandage is the order of the day, and at Missolonghi the 
inhabitants dare not go out of the town. Should Gri- 
ziotti be seconded by other insurrectionists in Laconia, 
Messina, Acarnania, and Patras, the Government must 
come to terms with the insurgents, and accept their 
dictation, The insurgent chiefs will be seconded by 
the population, who, having just completed their 
harvest, will readily join against the Government in 
order not to pay the tithes on their crops. But, on 
the other hand, should Griziotti be alone against "the 
Government, he will, in that case, be obliged to accept 
the terms offered to him, or to seek refuge on the 
frontier. So long as he remains in Negropoint he will 
be strong, for he has great influence “there, and can 

raise two or three thousand men, whilst the Govern- 

ment available force to be sent against him does not 
exceed four hundred men. ‘The Albion, Rodney, and 
Vanguard, which have been visiting the Ionian 
Islands and Patras, are expected back at the Piraeus 
to protect British intere sts. 

The French war-steamer Rubis is busily employed 
in carrying warlike stores to Aliveri, in Eubea, ' ‘the 
Breater part of which island is declared under blockade

AMERICA, 

On Saturday, morning the steamer Hibernia, Cap- 
‘taint Ryrie, entered Liverpool, with upwards of seventy 
passengers. She brings intelligence from New York 
to the evening of the 14th, and Boston to the 15th. 

The Mexican Congress had assembled and decided 
itself incompetent to act on the propositions for peace. 
General Santa Anna had convoked an assembly of 
general officers, at which it was resolved to have an- 
other battle. The Mexican force was 29,000 men. 
General Scott was at Puebla on the 30th of July, 
when there was strong probability of an immediate 
advance upon the capital.

General Pierce 
arrived at Perote, after an action with the guerillas 
near the National Bridge. Mr. Kendall represents 
the chances of peace in an unfavourable light.

INDIA AND CHINA 


BompBay, July 19.—The atta pi continues quiet 
and newsless, the Queen Mother alone growling that 
she should be kept in such strict surveillance, after 
we have banished from her society all those she loved 
the most, and that we should confine her, without fur- 
ther scope for intrigue, within the wearisome walls of 
a now spiritless palace. The work of retrenchment 
goes on very smoothly, both here and within the pro- 
vince of Peshawur; all the more troublesome charac- 
ters within the latter, composing the Ramgol batta- 
lions, having had their arrears cleared up to the full, 
have 1 now been disbanded, their number having been 
reduced from 5000 to 2300. We still continue playing 
the cards with the Maharajah Goolab Singh, who is 
getting the more troublesome of his districts quictly 
shufiled into our hands, receiving in return equally 
valuable slices of country less likely to question his 
right in applying the taxation-screw. Our resident at 
Lahore, Colonel Lawrence, has, from the impaired 
state of his health, been ordered to repair to the hills, 
while his brother, Mr. John Lawrence, will, it is said, 
take his place at the residency, Lieutenant E dwards, 
too, is likely to be nominated to the charge of the 
Hazareh districts, which revolted at the idea of having 
Goolab Singh as ‘their master. The Jullundur Dooab 
is equally newsless. The troops, on the whole, are all 
very healthy. lurther intelligence from Scinde is 
equally unimportant. Lady Napier had been lately 
suffering from a severe attack of fever. Not the 
slightest improvement has taken place in the affairs 
of the Nizam’s dominions. Oude is getting into an 
equally disagreeable state, though some signs of im- 
Ray! ement had been looked for since the period of the 
1orrible massacre which occurred some months back at 
the capital, Katmandoo. ‘Vhe accounts from Affghan- 
istan are no wayimportant.

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SUMMER SKETCHES ABROAD. 
BY EDWARD GRANT. 
VI. 

If you stop at Coblentz, which you may be for- 
given for doing, as there are some things worth 
seeing there, I should recommend the Trois Suisses 
or the Hotel de Cologne in preference to the 
Géant, as the latter, though the largest in the 
place, is often too full of company for the comforts 
of the tourist to be sufficiently thought of; and I 
have, in addition, some unpleasant reminiscences 
of a portmanteau hunt to all the hotels, diligence 
offices, and steam-boat wharfs in the town, be- 
cause, forsooth, though the article was directed to 
me at the hotel, the landlord thought fit to decline 
taking it in, there being something to pay for car- 
riage. Luckily the morals of the people, as regards 
articles of luggage, are pretty good; so I recovered 
my leathern friend, after encountering innumerable 
difficulties in the search, from meeting with in- 
tractable clerks, obstinate porters, and cloddish 
commissionaires, 

There are a great many things to see at Coblentz; 
in fact, more than I can describe; however, I will 
just mention a few. First comes Ehrenbreitstein, 
the grandest piece of fortification in the world, and 
of which the Prussians are very proud. We all of 
us have our weak points, and this great fortress is 
not exempt from the popular failing, though its 
owners have done all they can to remedy the 
defect which military gentlemen say exists on the 
north-west side. However, I fancy, like the vul- 
nerable heel of Achilles, it would be rather difficult 
to come at. 

The wine-vaults of Messrs. Deinhard and Co. 
must be visited; they are under what was the 
Jesuits’ Convent, now a grammar-school. They 
are enormous, their height and width surpassing 
anything of the kind I have ever seen. ‘The law 
courts here are open to the public, and any one 
having sufficient taste for that sort of thing to in- 
duce them to visit places of the kind save on com- 
pulsion may see how German justice is adminis- 
tered—an opportunity not to be met with else- 
where.

would persist in going out crusading, whence they 
never returned without finding the ladies aforesaid 
married to some one else who had the wisdom to 
stop at home; the whole affair generally ending in 
something dreadful; usurping uncles and cruel 
papas, with a sprinkling of strong-minded coun- 
tesses, fill up the catalogue of the residents in these 
family mansions of bygone days, to which I don’t 
think even the immortal George Robins could have 
stated there was a “convenient approach.”

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ALLEGED DIscovERY OF THE Jost Trinrs.—The 
contents of a very interesting letter from Jerusalem 
are published in the Jewish Chronicle, by which it 
appears that, from information received at Jeru-

They are much given to the 
study of Kabdala, are strict in 
the observance of the law, and 
very wealthy, their country 
abounding in gold mines. 
They permit no foreigners 
permanently to reside among 
them, and demand a heavy 
tax even for a few days’ re- 
sidence. They gladly receive 
any Israelite wanderers, re- 
cognising them as brethren, 
The authorities of the syna- 
gogues in Jerusalem have 
consented to the mission, 
although it will cause them 
to incur heavy expenses from 
the length of the journey un- 
dertaken. If the information 
thus given be correct, and 
the remnant of the tribes be 
discovered, it will be the most 
extraordinary event of this 
century.

ANECDOTE OF THE Porr,—

a contemporary :—‘* Towards 
the end of the last century a 
family of the Roman states 
went to pass the summer in 
a country house within six 
miles of Rome. One of the 
children, named Giovanni, 
took a great fancy to ashep- 
herd boy, named Guidi, with 
whom he often went into the 
woods. Once that they were 
passing by a pond, the child 
was struck with delight at 
seeing a shoal of little fishes 
sporting about, and, in en- 
deavouring to catch some 
with his hand, lost his ba- 
lance, and fell in. The shep- 
herd boy, who could swim, 
at once plunged after him, 
and saved the child’s life. 
The person thus saved was 
the present Pope. A short 
time since the person who 
had saved him, and who had 
continued to hive a peasant s 
life, finding himself with his 
only daughter in distress, de-

‘ former companion. When he arrived in the Eternal 
City he was taken up for begging, but he contrived 
to get his story to the Pope’s knowledge. ‘The con- 
sequence was that his Holiness sent for him to the 
palace, and, after conversing with him most kindly, 
assured him that for the future he and his daughter 
should want for nothing. I

At the 
time of passing the Sudbury station the train was 
moving at the rate of at least forty miles per hour, 
the engine being driven by avery steady man, who 
has been in the employ of the company from its com- 
mencement, named William Howard, and the guard, 
Henry Roots. The engine, being propelled at such a 
velocity, came in contact with the unfortunate gentle- 
man, the buffers of which struek him and carried -him 
a distance of at least sixty yards, and the greater part 
of the wheels of the carriages passed over his body. 
As soon as the engine-driver was aware of the accident 
the engine was reversed, and the breaks applied to 
stop the train. Having proceeded to the spot, they 
discovered the remains of the body, which was muti- 
lated in a manner too shocking for description. No 
blame whatever was attributable to the railway com- 
pany or its servants, as it was the opinion of all 
parties that the melancholy event was purely acci- 
dental, and such as no human foresight could guard 
against. The jury, after a short consultation, returned 
a verdict of ‘ Accidental death.” 

Serious CHARGE AGAINST A POLICEMAN AT 
BuLackwaLu.—On Wednesday morning an adjourned 
inquiry was resumed for the fourth time, and con- 
cluded, at the Royal Mason [public-house, Sherbert- 
street, Poplar, before Mr. W. Baker, the coroner, re- 
specting the death of Charles Simmonds, aged twenty- 
five-years, late waiter at the Terrace Pier Hotel, 
Gravesend, who was drowned in the Thames, off the 
Brunswick Pier, Blackwall, on Monday night, the 16th 
of August, while attempting to jump on board the 
Vesper steam-boat, belonging to the Star Packet Com- 
pany.

The captain 
of the Vesper had given him in charge, and desired 
the policeman to remove him off the pier. The de- 
ceased, who was intoxicated, wished to go on board 
the Vesper, for Gravesend, and Veltham allowed him 
to remain on the dumb lighter. The deceased made 
several attempts to get on board, but was prevented 
by Feltham. When the vessel was about leaving the 
pier, the deceased ran to the stern of the vessel and 
jumped upon the edge of the deck. He was in the 
act of raising his right leg over the rail, when Feltham 
suddenly pulled him back by the tails of his coat. He 
let go his hold of the rail, and the weight of his body 
being too heavy for the policeman, he fell into the 
river and was drowned, ‘the drags were thrown into 
the river, but the deceased soon disappeared under 
the barges. His body was not recovered until the 
following morning. ‘The witnesses stated that the 
death of the deceased was owing to Feltham pulling 
him back while he was endeavouring to get on board.

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THE GARDEN. 
CALENDAR OF OPERATIONS 
FOR SEPTEMBER. 

In the hardy department, cuttings of evergreens, 
such as laurels, arborvites, &e,, may be put in; 
also Chinese and Bourbon roses. The former ina 
mixture of sand and loom, on a shady border; the 
latter in sandy soil, under handglasses, where, 
with a little attention, they will strike root, and 
make good plants in spring. 

In herbaceous plants, seedlings which have been 
raised in pans during the summer should be set 
out in beds; and division of the roots of those 
sorts which it is desirable to increase may now be 
performed very advantageously, 

Seedling polyanthuses should also be planted out, 
if not previously done; and pansies may be struck 
from cuttings early in the month, choosing side 
shoots, as thin as possible ; these will make good 
plants, either to send off, or to plant for next spring’s 
blooming. . Plant out seedlings, that they may get 
well established before winter. 

Early in the month sow erysimums, escholtzias, 
candy tufts, &e. 

Plant the various bulbs, such as narcissuses, &e, 
Those patches which have got too large, or which 
it is desirable to separate, may now be taken up, 
parted, and replanted. 

Daklias must be carefully attended to this 
month; having been much checked by the drought 
and the smother-fly during the summer, should 
the weather prove propitious, we may yet havea 
splendid bloom, ‘Towards the latter end of the 
month draw some earth round the crown of the 
roots, which will prevent damage by sudden frosts : 
and attend to seed, &c. 

Tulip beds should be well attended to, and turned 
over repeatedly to sweeten; and every preparation 
for planting, as far as possible, should be ‘made, 
by arranging the bulbs, &e. 

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

In the vegetable garden the great work ot 
storing all root crops must be progressed with, 
Carrots and parsnips are best put in cellars, in 
boxes, with layers of dry sand between them. 
Potatoes, where there is convenience of room, 
should be put together in small quantities, If 
there be any lurking germs of disease, heating in 
large heaps will probably accelerate its spread, 

Onions should be pulled early in the month, or 
as soon as they are ready, and either be allowed to 
dry on their beds previous to bunching, or removed 
to some upper chamber or loft, secure from the in- 
fluence of wet. 

Gather ¢omatas the latter end of the month. 
Though not generally grown in cottage gardens, 
still, as they make a most excellent and whole- 
Some sauce, we see no reason why they might not 
be cultivated more extensively. 

Celery should be watered in very dry weather. 
Those who grow for exhibition often use liquid 
manure, by which means this favourite root attains 
a large size. 

Transplant cabbages, cauli, owers, lettuces, &e., 
whenever the plants attain a sufficient size ; and 
propagate all herbs, by cuttings, slips, or divisions, 

Karly in the month plant out strawberry runners, 
and clear between the rows of plants, &e. 

All sorts of seeds must be preserved as they 
ripen; and such things as asturtiwms, small eucum- 
bers, &c,, for pickling, should not be forgotten, 

In conclusion, lose no opportunity of hoeing 
and stirring the soil between growing crops, 
Many people are not aware of the immense im- 
portance of attending to this point, A Vernon 
hoe is most excellent for this purpose.— Abridged

GUIDE TO FASHIONABLE ; WATERING 
PLACES, 
XI. 
GRAVESEND. 

Tue town of Gravesend is delightfully situated on 
an acclivity rising from the south side of the 
Thames, in the county of Kent, 22 miles by land 
from London, and 26 by the river. It is partly in 
the parish of Milton, which it adjoins. The 
salubrity of the air, the beauty of the surrounding 
scenery, and the short distance from the metropolis, 
have within the last few years made Gravesend a 
favourite place of resort, and the town has now 
attained an eminence in respect of extent and 
population, in addition to the great historical in- 
terest it has always excited. The earliest notice of 
Gravesend extant is preserved in Domesday Book. 
In that description, made by command of William 
the Conqueror, of the precious land he had won, 
the place is called Gravesham; the reason for 
altering the name from this to Gravesend is not 
very apparent. The first portion of the word comes 
from the Saxon word gerefa, signifying reeve, and 
it is conjectured that Gravesend was either the 
habitation of the portreeve or marked the end of 
his jurisdiction. In the reign of Richard II. the 
French, having made a descent upon this part of 
the coast, laid waste many of the adjacent villages, 
plundered and burnt the town, and carried off 
many of the inhabitants as prisoners. It was soon 
after rebuilt, and Richard II., to indemnify the 
inhabitants for the loss they had sustained, granted 
them the exclusive privilege of conveying goods 
and passengers to and from London, which right is 
still exercised under regulations adapted to modern 
times. 

During the reign of Elizabeth some of these con- 
veyances offer a curious contrast to the present 
accommodation for the countless numbers that fre- 
quent Gravesend :—‘‘ 1. The common barge, called 
the Gravesend barge, shall sail every tide, if wind 
and weather will permit, for the transportation of 
her Majesty’s subjects from Gravesend to London 
and back. The passengers shall pay for the pas- 
sage twopence, ‘and no more for each passenger 
with a malle (bag) or small fardle; or four shil- 
lings in all if- the passengers, being four, will 
make it up. No tilt-boat, lighthorsman, or 
wherry, shall ply, or take into any of their 
boats any passenger, until the Gravesend barge 
shall be first furnished with passengers, launched 
forth, and gone from the stairs at Billingsgate to 
Tower wharf, and from the bridge at Gravesend 
to Hang-dog-tree; and, if any of the aforemen- 
tioned boats shall offend herein, they shall pay to 
the owner or fermer (lessee) of the common barge 
twopence for every passenger that he or they shall 
take.”” Among the distinguished and remarkable 
personages who have availed themselves of the 
accommodation of the Gravesend barge, Wolsey, 
afterwards Cardinal, appears to have been par- 
ticularly indebted to it at the time when a 
treaty of marriage was pending between Henry 
VII. and Lady Margaret, Duchess Dowager of 
Savoy, only daughter of Maximilian the Emperor, 
Wolsey was at this time chaplain to the King, 
and selected by him to urge his suit with the 
Emperor; and his adroitness in_ seizing the 
advantages of a favourable wind and tide for his 
conveyance in the barge to Gravesend may be 
reckoned among the occurrences that led to his 
future prosperity. King James I. came also to 
Gravesend to meet the Danish King, who was the 
brother of his queen, Anne. The Count Palatine 
of the Rhine, coming to England to espouse Eliza- 
beth, the daughter of James I., landed at Graves- 
end, and there remained until the Duke of Lennox 
and a retinue came to convey him to Court, In 1625 
Charles I. met his bride, the unfortunate Henri- 
etta Maria, at Dover, and conducted her to Canter- 
bury, ‘‘from whence,” it is said, ‘‘ they departed 
and rode in the most triumphant manner that might 
be to Cobham-hall, finding the highway strewed 
with roses and all manner of sweet flowers; and, 
after lodging the night at Cobham, came to Graves- 
end, where the barges of state awaited their ap- 
proach, and all the nobility, with a world of ladies 
and gentlemen,”’ In 1648 the Duke of York, after- 
wards James ILI., escaped, disguised in woman 8 
clothes, from those who afterwards imbrued their 
hands in the blood of his unfortunate father, 
Charles I., leaving England in a vessel waiting for 
him at Gravesend. In 1688, when, from the dis- 
content of his people, he abdicated the throne, he 
also left England from Gravesend. ‘Che Queen 
had fled the day preceding, with the infant Prince 
of Wales, and embarked from thence in a yacht for 
France. There is a tradition among the inhabitants 
that at this time their town was pillaged and partly 
burnt by the invasion of some Irish, and that ‘‘a

The neighbourhood of 
Gravesend presents many 
objects of striking inte. 
rest both to the antiquary 
and the true lover of 
nature in the most cheer. 
ing form. To the former 
we may name the ancient 
Roman road, or Watling- 
street-way, which shows 
itself very plainly in its 
course to Rochester, St, 
Thomas’s Well, so called 
from the use made of 
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by the numerous pilgrims to the shrine of Thomas § 
a Becket at Canterbury. Certain stations on the ° 
highway bear the name of “ St.'Thomas’s Water- ‘ 


ings,” where the devotees halted on the journcy ; » 


and in the town of Gravesend some houses situated 
in the line have been called St. Thomas’s houses 
from the same reason. Cobham-hall, situated 
in the midst of an extensive park, gives the 
surname to the noble and eminent family of 
Cobham, who from the earliest periods of time 
filled the highest posts of trust and honour with 
the greatest lustre both to themselves and their 
country. The hall contains some good paintings; 
and here is also shown a curious old chariot, in which 
it has been said Queen Elizabeth arrived at Cob- 
ham-hall, during one of her progresses through 
Kent. The trees in the park are very splendid 
specimens of timber, some of the oaks being twenty 
feet and upwards in circumference. A chestnut- 
tree, called “‘The Four Sisters,” from its being 
divided into four very large arms, stands about a 
mile from the Hall, and is thirty-two fect in cir- 
cumference. The pasture of this park is so excel- 
lent that the venison produced from it is highly 
esteemed. 

The church at Cobham, dedicated to St. Mary 
Magdalen, is a handsome spacious building. It con- 
tains some highly interesting monuments : amongst 
these is one of white marble, on which lie the 
effigies of Sir G. Brooke, Lord Cobham, Governor 
of Calais, and his wife; ten figures of his children 
were also cut in marble around them, ‘This fine 
piece of sculpture once had an elegant canopy of 
marble over it, fragments of which and of the 
figures now lie broken on the tomb, Almost the 
whole of the pavement in the chancel is covered 
with monumental brasses. 

On an eminence in the park is a costly mauso- 
leum, built as a burial-place for the family, pur- 
suant to a will of one of the Earls of Cobham, and 
when finished his body was removed from the 
church and placed in it. The chalk-pits near 
Gravesend are interesting from the quantity of 
fossils found in them. At Rosherville, situated at 
the east end of Northfleet, adjoining the parish of 
Gravesend, gardens of surpassing beauty have been 
formed for the entertainment of the public, and a 
pier in connection with them has been erected. 
The immediate vicinity of Gravesend contains 
several of these delightful gardens, places of resort 
to vast numbers of holiday visitors. Those that 
crown the summit of Windmill-hill command an 
enchanting prospect of the winding ‘Thames, and 
the interesting country through which it wanders 
on its way to the everlasting sea. The soil around 
Gravesend is particularly rich and fertile. The 
asparagus grown here is esteemed the finest in 
England, and in the London markets is distin- 
guished as Gravesend grass. The town has sutf- 
fered severely at many times from injuries by fire. 
The church has been twice burnt. In 1727 a 
terrible fire happened which destroyed the church 
and a great number of houses. In 1781 another 
fire did considerable damage; and in 1748 one 
broke out in a warehouse which contained vast 
quantities of pitch, tar, rosin, and other inflammable 
substauces. This fire created considerable alarm, 
but wa; happily prevented from spreading far by 
the explosion of a considerable quantity of gun- 
powder. In 1779 and 1801 great loss, both of life 
and property, was also sustained from the devas- 
tating element. The melancholy details of the 
very recent fires that have occurred in this rising 
and prosperous town are too well known to be 
more than alluded to in the present sketch. ‘The 
intercourse by the water highway between Graves- 
end and London was in 1814 obstructed by the 
great frost of that year, when the river was frozen, 
and the curious spectacle of a merrymaking was 
held on the ice. The following memorial was pub- 
lished and issued from the printing-press on the 
Thames :— 

** PROST FAIR. 
** Amidst the arts which on the Thames appear, 
To tell the wonders of this icy year, 
Printing claims prior place, which at one view 
Erects a monument of that and you. 
Printed on the river Thames, Feb. 4, in the 54th year 
of the reign of King George III., An. Dom, 1814.” 


The frost, which caused great anxiety and dis- 
tress at Gravesend, soon afterwards terminated, 
and the Thames was again the scene of industry 
and enjoyment, never again, we trust, to be inter- 
rupted by so severe a visitation of cold,

Yes, but before you come out you must procure bail 
to keep the peace towards him. You must pay some- 
thing for this fun. (Laughter.) 

Bow-strert.—Charles Fletcher was placed at the 
bar before Mr, Henry, on a charge of stealing plate to 
the value of £60 from the house No. 27, Tavistock- 
square.—George Watson, footman to Mrs. Gaverin, 


a widow lady, living at No. 27, Tavistock-square,
